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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claiins 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 11, "the reaction mixture" lacks antecedent basis (i.e. claim 1 refers to a 
reaction product). Also, the scope of the claim is not clear with regard to the presence 
of a narrower range ("preferably at least...") and a broader range ("at least about 5%"). 

In claim 13, the scope of the claim is not clear in that "blood protein" is recited 
along with the broader "protein". It is not clear whether or not the claim is intended to be 
limited by the "blood protein" or "protein" in general. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
either one of WO 97/02760 or DD 142144. 

Either one of WO 97/02760 or DD 142144 discloses a product having a majority of 
coagulated protein wherein It is considered that said product has a meat-like and, 
therefore, fibrous laminar internal structure.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the preparation of a coagulated protein 
chunk wherein protein is treated with a combination of transition metal ions and an 
oxidizing agent and wherein the product therein is then compressed to form a chunk 
having a laminar structure. It should be further noted that GB 2146337 does teach 
treating a protein material with ferrous ions and an oxidizing agent, but same is for the 
intention of preparing a sausage casing and does not suggest preparing a chunk 
product with a laminar structure due to a step of compression. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
